frec. Could that have been it? 

It might have been, Rut there was definitely more than that. 
When the feds started scaring my friends, that was my fault. At 
leas it seemed thai way te m: friends. A couple of them gat so 
scared that their families hired these big, expensive lawyers. 
And that was my fault, too. een though | knew they were being 
ripped oif, 

So whal did | get out af the whole thing? Well. nobody trusts 
me anymoerc-- people are even atraid.to ict me pse their phone, 
ve gotten a reputation as someone who doesn't care at all 
about his friends, otherwise how could | have puLthem in such à 
spot? Exeryone in town knows that ] did semething bad to some 
Carporation somewhere, hut nobody understands how much of 
a pame the whole thing seemed at the time. The newspapers 
were never really interested in my side and nobody else seems (o 
be either. 

Maybe this is good in a way, because | found out that most 
people value friendship less than their own safety. As soon as 
the pressure is applied, they lose all feeling for you. Then they 
trick themselves into believing that vou were always a bad seed 
[rom the start. They do this so they won't [eel guilty about the 
way they shalted you. But there were a couple of others who 
didn't desert me because they knew who t really was. IF it wasn't 
for them, | might have iust jumped aff a building one mer Es 
That's how bad it makes you feel sometimes.

NSA Wants Better Phones 
The New ori To 

The National Security Agency is proposing that the 
Government and industry be equipped with as many as 500,000 
telephones that can be secured against interception. 

The agency is convinced that the Soviet Union and the other 
nations are oblaining important intelligence from United 
States telephones. 

Although cloaked in secrecy, a program like the one the 
agency proposes could cost hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Under the proposal, production of the secure phones would 
begin in two years. 

The number of secure telephones currently used by Govern- 
ment agencies is classified information, But the Carter 
Administration said there were 100 such phones in the 
Government and it planned to buy 150 more. The cost of cach 
phone then was $35,000. The Reagan Administration has 
bought an unknown number of additional secure phones. 

“Anyone making 4 phone call to the West Coast or Boston 
from the Washington area has no idea how the conversation 
will be transmitted,” an NSA spokesperson said. "It might zo 
via fiber optics, conventional cable, microwave towers or one of 
the I9 demestic satellites. Hf it is going via satellite you ean 
presume the other guy is listening to it.”

Police officers went to an apartment in New Orleans looking 
for a woman named Vera Davis, who was wanted for theft and 
lorgery, Although the woman who answered Ihe door identified 
herseli as Shirley Jones, they arrested her anyway. A police 
computer listed Shirley Jones as an alias used by the forgery 
suspect. That was two amd a half years ago. 

According to her attorney, Mrs. Jones, who was once 
advised by a shenlls deputy to change her name to avoid future 
arrests, 1s one of a growing number of pecple in New Orleans 
who have gotten in trouble with the law because of inaccurate, 
outdated, or misused information in police computers, —— 

The New Orleans computers are part of a national network. 
From a local terminal, a computer check can be run through the 
National Crime Information. Center in Washington, operated 
by the FBI, in less than a minute. 

The New Orleans case, said Robert Ellis Smith, publisher of 
Privacy foveal, a newsletter thal reports on privacy cases from 
Washington, DC, is "symbolic of a larger national problem, an 
incredibly high rate of inaccuracy” in criminal records and "an 
inordinate amount of mistaken identity cases in the criminal 
justice information systems.” s

Loopholes Around Wiretap Laws

Senator Patrick J. Leahy, Democrat of Vermont, has said 
that he witl seek. legislation te improve protection of privacy by 
closing gaps in Federal wiretapping laws. 

He and several experts said at a Senate Judiciary subecem- 
mitte hearing that it was unckar, for example, whether 
existing laws permitted Government officials or others to 
Intercept electronic mail, or even ordinary telephone calk sent 
by computer or microwave technology, without a warrant. 

"There are tremendous holes in communications privacy 
today,” testified Ronaid L. Plesser, à Washington lawyer who 
has long specialized in information privacy isses, 

The experts at thus bearing testified that private interception 
of electronic mailand other messages carried through telephone 
networks may not violate Federal law,
